Many persons received siight injuries. 

Eye-witoesses differ s to the exact time at 
which the terribie but all 
agree it was a few after 4 o'clock. 
There had been thoudimds of persons on the 
bridge all day, but at d time bad there been 
anything like a crush.’ Bngineer Martin oad 
ordered that foot-pass@mgers be allowed to 
use the roadways om either side of the 
promenade, and at 4o’cipek many persons were 
using these roadways, wle the footpath was 
entirely filled with throngs pouring siowly and 
steadily ia either direction. 

At the moment the @egident happened the 
crowd at the stairway t the end of the New 
York approach, who coming toward the 
city, met a similar pushing alen in an 
opposit direction. As the two throngs met 
there was an interruption in the movement, 
whilethose farther awo Kept struggiing for- 
ward, making a dense of men, women, and 
children at the stairw e 

There are thirteen broken into two 

by a landing se feet ys The lower 
fi has six stops. inches high and 
eight wide in the clear. The upper flight bas 
seven steps of the same width and bight. The 
top of the iron fence on each side of the stair- 
way forms a handrail. The stairs are too nar- 
row when the width of the pathway is consid- 
ered. 

THE BEGINNING. 

As nearly as could be ascertained from the 
excited persons who were in the throng, or 
saw it, the crowd was just getting dis- 
entangled, when a middle-aged woman, coming 
down the steps toward New York, lost her foot- 
ing and feil. Bridge Policeman Frederick Rich- 
ards, who was standing near the head of the 
stairs, saw the woman fall. and sprang to her 
assistance. She felt to her knees on the centre 
landing of the stairway just as Richards reached 
her. The officer caught hold of her arm and 
pulled ber down the remainder of the stairs and 
to one side. 

At the same moment a woman at the head of 
the stairway, seeing Richards dragging some- 
body through the crowd, began to scream 
at the top of der voice. Then those 
behind made a rush forward to see what the 
trouble was. Those on the stairway could not 
bold back the throng, and in an instant three or 
four persons were carried off their feet and 
fell. Those on the promenade above the stair- 
way, knowing notbing of the fearful crush on 
the steps, surged ahead with irresistible force, 
and in a moment the whole stairway was packed 
with dead and dying men, worfeu, and children, 
piled one upon another in a writhing, struggling 
mass. 


THE SCENE. 

Cries, shrieks, yells, and groans filled the air 
at the stairway, while thoseon the promenade 
above yelled and shouted as they were pushed 
forward, and rolled and tumbled over the poor 
unfortunates who were being crushed and 
trampled to death beneath them. The scene 
was indescribable. Children were torn from the 
arms of their parents, and men sprang on the 
the backs of those in front of them, and 
fought their way over the mass of 
heads, scrambling off as dest they 
could. One man leaped high in the 
air, fell forward at the lower end of the human 
mass, picked bimeelf up and ran like a mad- 
man to the Chatham street entrance, where he 
disappeared in the street. 

The jam was terrific. Everybody pressed for- 
ward to see what bad taken place. Women and 
children were crushed together. They cried 
and shrieked and begged to be released. A 
stout woman who was pressed against the iron 
railing at one side appealed piteousiy to be 
taken out. A band of about ten young rowdies 
from New York elbowed their way about, pick- 
ing pockets and grabbing everything that they 
could secure. Their presence added much to 
the panic. Hats went over into the railway 
tracks and fell to the housetops and streets be- 
low in showers. Canes and umbrellas were 
broken, sbawis were torn from women’s shoul- 
ders and veils from their faces, and trampled 
under foot. Gloves and handkerchiefs were 
lost by the score, and could not be picked up 
again. Inthe crush much jewelry was pulied 
from its fastenings and ground to pieces under 
the heels of the mass. 

One man reached the side of the promenade, 
and pulled himself up by the bridge 
to the top of the iron framework over the rail- 
way structure. Thence he gained access to the 
roadway, which was not obstructed. 

One young man was climbing up the “es ~ 
work, when bis foot caught in au opening. 
swaying crowd pressed against him, and his ae 
was so badly wrenched that he could scarcely 
walk. 


HELP. 

In the meantime those who saw the tragedy 
from a distance and the cooler ones in the strug~ 
gling crowd began the work of stopping the 
awtul stampede and of rescuing those who were 
still alive. Detective-Sergeants Mangin, Slaw- 
son, and O'Connor, of the Central office, were 
standing conversing together tnirty or forty 
feet below the stairway when a hatiess man 
passed by onarun. Looking up, the detectives 
saw the crush on the stairway,

beedquarters in the city-hail and gave Informa - 
tion of the panic. 

A bridge employé named Dempsey rushed up 
the south railway track with a coid chisel and 
hammer which he had luckily found lying near, 
and, while men and women were being bauled 
out ana banded over his head, he hammered at 
iron bolts and nuts until he bad broken away 
enough to tear off a section of the iron fence 
between the promenade and the railroad bed. 


Through this opeaing many of the dead, wound- 


ed, and uninjured were quickly pussed. 

The policemea who were on the bridge were 
employed both in relieving the jam and in keep- 
ing back the crowds of excited persons who 
only interfered with-the work of reseue. 


stone railing into the railway track, and, 
while some of them helped to remove the dead 
and injured, others made their way over the 
iron girders above the railroad and helped keep 
the crowd back on the Brookiyn side of the 
stairway, 

Bridge policemen and employés ran to the spot 
from all directions, and did what they could to 
assist the sufferers. 

Drivers of wagons who were crossing the 
bridge left their vehicles and ran to offer assist- 
ance, and in a very few moments after the 
panic reached its hight, scores of 
men were bard at work trying to 
save life. The iron girders which partially in- 
closed the railway on eitner side of the prom- 
enade above the stairway served as footholds 
at mapy rescuers, and good use was made of 

m. 


Men and Women in the awful crush had, with 
paternal instinct, held their children above their 
heads. The little ones were seized by men 
clinging to the girders and quickly passed to 


} other men who carried them out of harm's way. 


A large number of men and women were pullea 
out in the same way, some of them with their 
clothing torn to shreds, and several of them 
more or less badly bruised and crushed. 

One woman when hauled out shouted wilaly 
for her children, and a moment later ber two 
boys were rescued and given into her care. 


THE STAIRWAY. 

Although the loss of life occurred at the stair- 
way, the crush of people was as great just 
aboat the steps, and the scene there resembied 
pandemonium. Men and women spouted, For 
God's sake save us!" and others shrieked out 
commands for the crowd to press back. Hats, 
canes, umbrellas, and packages were thrown 
away. The women seemed heipiess, while men 
who ought to have known better, stood yelling 
and shouting and too bewildered to climb up the 
girders when they had the chance. — 

It was out of this struggling, panio- stricken 
mob that the rescuers on the girders saved scores 
of cbildren, and helped many grown people to 
Save themselves, but it was at the stairway 
where the helpless men and women met their 
deaths, and here the scene was heartrending. 

The first rescuers to reach the spot found the 
dead and dying wedged together in the narrow 
space as if they bad been fastened in a vise: so 
tightiy were they packed and squeezed, that 
from dozens of persons blood was oozing from 
ears and noses. 

The bodies were piled four or five deep at the 
foot of the stairway, and most of those at the 
bostom were of women. 

The first persen pulled out wasa stout woman 
who bad worn a blue dress. Shreds of the dress 
were hanging to the waistband, but every par- 
ticle of ber clothing from the waist down bad 
been stripped from her person. Strangely 
enough, the woman was only slightly burt, and 
the gentieman who was with her escaped witb a 
few bruises and the joss of his hat. Taking off 
his torn coat be wrapped it around the woman, 
and the two then hurried of the bridge to- 
gether. 

Another man was pulled out of the writhing 
mass almost unburt, while the child he heid in 
bis arms was terribly crushed. 

A little boy was taken out with his legs badly 
hurt, but forgetting bis pain he kept crying out, 
“Save my papal oh, save my papa! Then a 
man struggied loose from the human pile in the 
stairway, seized the child, covered his face with 
kisses, and hurried off with the little fellow in 
his arms. Many of the less severely wounded 
made their way down the planks which work- 
men had leaned against the railings into the 
roadways, where they walked away or were 
helped into passing wagons and carried off the 
bridge. 

For this reason the names of many wounded 
persons could not be ascertained, as they 
hastened home after getting to Chatham street. 


CARRYING AWAY THE DEAD. 

As fast as the wounded and dead were taxen 
out they were passed over the railways or 
through the opening made by the workmun 
Dempsey. 

The bodies were laid on the rough pavements 
of the roadways, and the injured ones were 
placed against the stone ballustrades. 

Wagons going lu the New York direction were 
pressed into service before the ambulances ar- 
rived, and two of them were hurriediy filled 
with the victims of the disaster, and the drivers 
were told to drive at full speed to the Chambers 
Street Hospital. 

Crowds followed the wagons, and relatives or 
friends of those in the vefficles ran along. wring- 
ing their hands and sobbing piteously, or scream- 
ing at the top of their voices. 

A woman, badly injured, was placed in a 
grocer’s cart, but when the wagdn reached the 

hospital the woman was dead. 

While the wagon-loads of dead and injured 
were on their way to the hospital, ambulances 
began to arrive from the Chambers Street, 
Bellevue. St. Vincent, and St. Luke’s Hospitals. 
to which calls had been burriediy sent 


Centre and Chambers 
streets, and Chief Mahedy, of the Second Bat- 
tallon, ordered a hook and ladder truck to the 
spot, and hurried over himself, first sending 
out ambulance calls. The firemen did good 
service in keeping back the throggs and in 
heiping the wounded. 

The scene before the victims were car- 
ried away was sad in the extreme. Dead and 
wounded were lying close together on the road- 
ways and against the stone railings. 

Kind bands made the positions of the wounded 
as comfortable as possible, but the moans and 
groans which filled the air made strong men 


weep. 

It was noticeable that only a few of those 
who were badly hurt baa friends or relatives 
with them, and had fo be cared for by strengers. 
Some of the unfortunates had friends from 
whom they had become separated, and between 
their groans they asked anxiously for news of 


| the missing ones. Around them stood women 


who had gone through the crush with little or 
no injury to their persons, but whose 
dresses and even underciothing bung in 
whose hats were crushed 
out 
One woman had lost both her shoes in the strug- 
gie for life, and another, whose lex had been 
slightiy cut, loudly pewatled the loss of a black 
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and parasols on the ba vement below the stairs. 


The handles and points were broken, the cover- | 


ings were torun, and some were spotted with 
blood. Two shoes lay near the fence on the 


or vebicies from entering upon the bridge. and 
to render any assistance in their power. 


Vincent’s, the New York, and the Bellevue 
Hospitals for all the ambulances that could be 
spared, and to report at once at the bridge. 

He had hardly completed these duties when a 
crowd of men and women began to swarm into 
the station. Four men were carrying a woman 
who was suffering intense agony from ber in- 
juries. A man was assisted limping into the 
doorway, one arm hanging helpiess by his side. 
A woman shrieking with hysteria was brought 
in and given a seat in one corner, where a fe- 
male companion endeavored to soothe her. Two 
trucks drove up und deposited a man anda 
woman, the former unconseious. 

The Chambers street ambuiances arrived, and 
as fast as possibie they took a load of the in- 
jured and drove to the bospital, three blocks 
distant, returning again, the borses on a gallop, 
to assist in the removal of those wh not 
already been removed by am the 
other hospitals. 

The Sergeant endeavored to obtain a list of 
the injured as fast as they were brought in. The 
attempt had to be abandoned, so great was the 
coofusion within and the noise ourside. Less 
than a dozeh names were obtained in this way. 

Within an hour the last case had been dis- 
posed of, and the crowd scattered, hurrying to 
the Chambers Stfeet Hospital to make inquiries 
for missing relatives and friends. 

At the bridge entrance, for the next half hour 
after the accident, there was presented a scene 
of the wildest confusion. The police bad difii- 
culty in driving back the crowd to admit the 
ambulance to the bridge roadings, where they 
were toreceive their freight. As fast as the 
passengers came off the bridge they were hur- 
ried out into the square and ordered to scatter. 

THE HOSPITALA. 

The square was finally cleared and the crowd 
forced back upon the sidewalks. The dead were 
taken to the Chambers Street Hospital ia ambu- 
lances and on trucks and wagons, which had 
been impressed into service. Eleven bodies were 
carried into the hospital and placed on the ticor 
to await -identificatioe—seven women. three 
men, one Chinaman, and a boy. 

Georges Smith, who had been brought ic 
among the injuted, expired afew mautes after 
being admitted, and his body was tenderly laid 
with the unidentified dead. 

The faces of all bore evidenees of the terribie 
trampling of the panic-stricken crowd. Some 
of the injured persons were distributed among 
the up-town hospitals. 

The list at the Chambers Street Hospital in- 
claded twelve persons—six women, four men, 
and a boy and girl. Two ot the women and the 
girl were unconscious, and were not identified 
for several bours. 

The excited throng pressed closely around the 
ambulances that bruvught the dead and injured 
to Chambers Street Hospital, and eageriy 
watched the removal of the bodies down into 
the basement, where they were laid on cots. 
Heartrending shrieks and groans filled the air. 
Among the witnesses of their agony were 
women who wept and strong men who were un- 
nerved while the dead were carried ipto the 
dimly lighted sub-cellar and laid on the floor. 

The bodies of three light-haired women lay 
near thedoor. They were nearly of the same 
stature and about the same age, and so closely 
dia they resembie each other that they might 
have been taken for sisters. Near by 
was a face of dark complexion with 
flat features, and black, coarse hair. It 
was the body of the Chinaman Ab Sing, 
and his pale face was swollen and one eye 
giared wiidly at the ceiling. An old man of 
snowy beard anda boy on whose face rested a 
peaceful smile lay side by side, and not far off 
was the body of a weil-built Irishman with a 
reddish mustache and a goatee. The twelve 
corpses presented a ghastly sight. 

THE WORLD MUST GO ON. 

Within an hour after the accident the cates 
were reopened, the toll-takers threw up their 
windows, and traflic was resumed on the bridge. 
Foot-passengers were admitted by tne usual 
route, but half-way up the anchorage they en- 
countered a squad of policemen, who directed 
them to continue their journey on the roadway 
for carriages bound fer Brooklyn. A section of 
she iron fence had been removed, and from 
the top of the stone parapet at the 
side of the rail road track steps had been laid to 
the roadway. By scrambling over the iron- 
railing on the top of the parapet, and stumbling 
down the three wooden steps, the roadway was 
gained without serious risk of life or limb. The 
promenade was reserved henceforth exclusive- 
ly for those who came over from the Brooklyn 
end. There was a steady throng passing upon 
the bridge throughout the evening. 

The travel on the bridge was heavy all day, 
but, according to Engineer Martin, the passen- 
gers at no time were as many as last Saturday 
afternoon and Sunday. The crowds of foot 
passengers grew steadily larger as the day wore 
on, and Eogineer Martin, seeing that the prome- 
nade was crowded to its limits, ordered the gate - 
keepers to let those who desired pass 
over on the readways. The throng reached its 
greatest size at about 4 o’clock, just before the 
disastrous panic ocourred. At that time passen- 
gers were rapidly passing through the New 
York entrance, but there was uo unusual crowd 
at that end of the bridge. As one waiked for-

THE NATION’S CAPITAL. 
THE SPIRIT OF PATRIOTISM STILL ABOUNDS. 

Wasmmdrox, D. G., May 8. — [Special.) ~ 
Taran- tara, tarap-tara, taran- tara,“ the bugies 
sounded early this morning, and those who 4s- 
sembied to celebrate Memorial- Day gathered 
under the softest of May skies. There could not 
have been a more perfect day for the renewal of 
the old Jewish ceremony of * beauty for ashes,“ 
which the patriotic women of the Republic in- 
augurated in the days ot the Civil War. Me- 
moriail-Day exercises were first held at Ariing- 
ton in 1668, with Gen. Garfield as the orator 
and Gen. Logan as the Grand Marsa 
of the day. They dave been continued 
with uninterrupted interest since. Today the 
principal ceremonies were at Ariington and at 
the Soldiers’ Home, although all of the 20,000 
graves in the vicinity of the Capital were strewa 
with fowers. The fierce beats of the May sun 
are often feared bere on Memorial-Day. Last 
year several soidiers. were overcome. Today 
the morning was cool and eloudy, and later, 
when the ciouds disappeared, there was a pleas- 
aut river breeze. The early steamers and trains 
were overloaded with thousands, who took ad- 
vantage ef the holiday to catch a breath of the 
air of the moiitains or the sea, 
and the streets were filled with people borne 
down with iunch- baskets and picnic stores. But 
the Grand Army of the Republic and thousands 
besides did not forget the spirit and tne pur 
pose of the day. The departments were closed, 
business was quite generally suspended, and the 
flags upon the public buildings were at half 
mast. Over the Capitol there was no flag: but 
the Capitol when Congress is not bere is the mere 
shell of the Government, and its officers take no 


— in the public ceremonies. The road to Ar- 


lington at an early hour was erowded with every 
variety of vehicle. 
ON THE ROAD TO ARLINGTON, 

At 10 o’elock the procession of the Grand 
Army formed, the veterans marching with bou- 
quets in their hands and garlands on their bats. 
The famous eagie called “Old Abe,” of tne 
Bighth Wisconsin Regiment, preserved by the 
taxidermist’s art, was still borne on his pereh at 
the front. The colored people did not forget 
that it was tusir day. They lined the road to 
Ariingtoa ciothed in rainbow colors, glad ap- 
parentiy that there was a war because it 
brought a holiday. Arlington, the home of 
the Lees, is a beautiful place. It never 
was more beautiful than on this bright 
spring day, the amphitheatre in which the cere- 
monies were heid was draped with flags, and the 
Venetian trellis which surrounds it was covered 
With evergreens.

One week has barely elapsed since the 
Brooklyn bridge was thrown open to the 
public with great pomp and ceremony. Yes- 


‘terday it was baptized in blood by one of 


the most horrible accidents that the press 
has been called upon to chronicle for many 
months. It appears that about 5 o’clock in 
the afternoon two gradually swelling throngs 
began to walk over the undivided footpath in 
opposit directions. That from Brooklyn was 
the larger. As the surging tide of pedestrians 
increased, a blockade was gradually formed 
at the New York end of the bridge proper. 
The procession from Brooklyn, impelled by 
its greater weight, crushed its way to the 
steps, at the foot of which was the rapidly- 
swelling crowd eager to return to Brooklyn 
to supper. The pedestrians at either end of 
the bridge approaches, in utter ignorance of 
the deadlock, forced their way along, 


‘and the whole upper structure was soon 


swarming with people, those in the vicinity 
of the opposing lines being as powerless to 
move as if they were buried under forty tons 
of sandbank. Women shrieked and fainted, 
children screamed for aid, and strong men 
became frantic in their endeavor to escape 
from the human python that was slowly 
crushing the life out of them. Many of those 
nearest the edges of the footway clambered 
down the framework to the car-tracks be- 
neath and saved themselves. Vigorous ef- 
forts were made to stem the tide of the op- 
posing masses, but each was followed by a 
rebound, and the weaker ones were shoved 
off the steps, some six feet high, 
to be crushed and trampled on by 
those who were forced after them. 
Finally word was convéyed to the rear of 
both lines that those in the immediate front 
were being crushed to death, and a halt was 
called. The entrances were closed, and no 
more pedestrians allowed on the bridge. 
Wagons and carts were hastily improvised 
into ambulances, and the dead and wounded 
were conveyed to the hospitals and police 
stations. At midnight it was definitly known 
that fifteen persons were killed and fully 100 
more or less dangerously wounded, many of 
whom it was feared could not recover.

THE FOOD PROBLEM IN BUROPE. 
The danger of overpopulation in European 


‘countries has increased materially since 


Malthus startled the reading public with his 
suggestions for prevention. Ever since the 
final fall of the first Napoleon the conditions 
of Europe have been favorable to a steady 
and formidable growth in European popula- 
tion. War, as it raged previous to that time, 
has been almost unknown. A few short, 
sharp struggies between nations have inter- 
vened; but, bloody as these conflicts were, 
they were not of sufficient duration to make 
any serious impression upon the natural in- 
crease of the human race. Peace methods 
of settling international disagreements have 
been accompanied by other improvements in 
the preservation of life. Medical science has 
made great strides and sanitary appliances 
have been developed to great efficiency. The 
average span of life has been increased from 
seven to eight years during the present 
century. As improved methods of warfare 
have diseouraged and shortened wars, so 
improved methods of promoting health 
and fighting disease have checked and 
controlled pestilence. The result has fully 
verified the theory. The annual increase in 
European population is now estimated at 1 
per cent over and above what is lost by emi- 
gration. The population of Europe and the 
United States together has fully doubled 
within the last half-century ; 150,000, 000 have 
been added to the European countries and 
40,000,000 to the United States. Europeis 
adding four millions of human mouths to her 
bread-eaters each year, besides sending forth 
one million to other quarters of the giobe— 
chiefly to North and South America and 
Australia; and this Republic is -increasing 
one and a half millions a year. The present 
indications are that the rate of increase in 


Europe and America will grow instead of 


diminishing in the future, and peace, health, 
and civilization promote the relative dem and 
for extent and variety of food. The same 
population under these conditions would 
consume more than in former times; an in- 
creased population demands a still larger in- 
crease of food-supply. 

The formidable increase of population 116 
not gore apparent than the decline in 
the food-producing powers of European 
countries to supply home consumption. 
Within the recollection of men who are not 
much past middle life. England was the only 
European country which went abroad for 
any part of its food-supply; and forty years 


ago the English imports of food articles were 


not equal to the present surplus exports of 
Illinois alone. At that time France, Spain, 
Germany, Atistria, Hungary—in fact, all the 
European countries save England alone 
raised a surplus of food. Today, Hungary 
and Russia are the only countries in Europe 
which can count upon raising more gram 
than they need for their own people, and 
nearly all the others import breadstuffs in 
greater or lesser quantities, A comparison 
between England or France and the State of 
Illinois will bring the relative conditions 
plainly before the reader. England and 
Scotiand have a territory equal to about the 
area of IIlinois and Indiana, but within that 
territory there are about siz times as many 
people. The territory of France is scarcely 
four times as large as that of Lilinois, but 
France has twelve times as many people to 
feed as Lilinocis. The importance of the food 
problem in Europe ¢an be appreciated by 
picturing the conditions which would arise 
from filling up our own State with from four 
tofive times as many people as it now con- 
N But this is not all. The fertility of 
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increase to meet the wants of these new 
mouths, it will Mot be very many years be- 
fore the food problem will puzzie the polit- 
ical economists and statesmen of Hurope 
mote than all the questions of territorial 
rights, diplomatic relations, and commercial 
advantages which now occupy their minds. 
To show at a glance how population in 
Europe is outrunning food-production just 
look at the following table of food exporta- 
tion from this country to Europe. We give 
two years—1850 and 1880. The wonderful 
increase has taken place during the period

(We include oil-cake because that is fed to 
European cattle in fattening them for the 
butcher.) 

Thus we find that the total value of food 
products exported to Europe in 1850 was less 
than 27 millions, whereas thirty years later 
they were nearly 440 millions, or more than 
sixteen times as much, and in addition to this 
large quantities of food were shipped to 
Europe from other parts of the earth. 

Briefly stated, the food problem is the 
question whether the increased cultivation of 
the North American Continent, Australia, 
and India will yield a sufficient supply of 
food products to answer the demand of the 
increasing population of Europe. There is 
no reasonable hope of an inereased yield 
from the worn-out lands of the European 
Continent, and the instinet of self-preserva- 
tion will always prompt America to take 
care of its own population before contribut- 
ing to the sustenance of the European peo- 
ple. The necessities likely to grow out of 
an increased demand beyond the sources of 
tood-supply may not press sorely upon whole 
nations within the present generation, and 
the progress of science may develop some 
means of relief when the crisis shall come; 
but in the meantime the American farmer 
will not be troubled with any apprehensions 
as to the tuture of his calling, and there is 
no occasion for him to borrow trouble on 
the score of the short-sighted discrimina- 
tions which some of the European countries 
are making against American articles of 


food.

THE CORRUPTION FUND AT SPRING 
FIELD . 


The time is approaching which will test 
the real strength of the High-License bill and 
the honesty and fidelity of those who have 
been counted among its friends. It ia not 
only because final action cannot be post- 
poned much longer that the crisis is near at 
hand, but also because there is reason to be- 
lieve that the Liquor League, fearing the 
passage of the bill notwithstanding the large 
expenditure for bribes which have been 
made already to defeat it, has ordered an- 
other assessment on the doggeries and will 
have an additional corruption fund at 
Springfield to use in purchasing members to 
oppose the reform license bill. Hence it is 
prudent at this time to make a record of the 
present condition of things as a basis of com- 
parison in ease the bill be defeated. 

The bill was ordered to a third reading 
May 16 by a vote of 76 yeas and 3 nays. 
Those voting nay were Pedersen, Struck- 
man, and Studer, who, though somewhat 
opposed to the measure, thus enabled the 
high-license men to secure a quorum, Their 
negative votes to maintain a quorum on the 
final passage will do no good, for a majority 
of all the members elected is required in 
order that the bill may pass the House on 
the third reading. The only hope in this 
quarter is that Mr. Pedersen will yield to the 
better influences of the immediate constitu- 
ency he represents and to the public welfare 
of the city with which he is identified. 
There is said to be a falt prospect for this, 
and in such case there is reason to believe 
that the Liquor League cannot control him 
by the methods they have employed with 
success upon other members. The séventy- 
six affirmative votes were furnished by the 
following members:

It goes without saying that every member 
whose name is included in the above list is 
committed to the measure so completely that 
desertion cannot be explained upon any hen- 
est hypothesis.

The fight over the bill has been so stub- 
born and bitter that every man who voted 
for the first, second, or third reading knew 
exactly what he was doing, and deliberately 
placed himself beyond the death-line. No 
one of them can retrace his steps without 
committing suicide. Anyone of them who 
is absent at the critical moment will be held 
personally responsible, for the Liquor 
League pays just as much for dodging or 
non-attendance as for negative votes in or- 
dor that the bill shall fall to receive a ma- 
jority of ail the members elected, as required 
by the Constitution. 

The statement is ourrent in this city that 
the disbursing agents of the Whisky League 
have already made approaches to two or 
three of the seventy-six members who voted 
to advance the bill to its third reading, and 
are thus bound to the bill. Hence the im- 
portance of the record. The conditions are 
such that absenteeism will be desertion, and 
desertion will be proof of corruption. Any 
man among these seventy-six members who 
shall fail to be at his post when his vote shall 
be necessary to the passage of the bill will go 
back to his constituents with the brand of 
Judas on his brow, and it will not take very 
close inspection to see the purchase money 
sticking out of his pocket. 

The vote ordering the bill to a third read - 
ing lacked one of the constitutional majority 
necessary to the final passage. Among those 
who were absent at the last vote were Crear, 
Greathouse, Mitchell, Newton, Lodge, and 
Welch of Kendall. The one vote necessary 
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O Connell. Pratt, Quinn, Struckman, Studer, 
J. A. Taylor, and Varnell, while not sup- 

the bill, are known to be at heart in 
favor of it, and secretly hope that it may 
pass. They all represent constituencies that 
want the bill to become a law. They lack 
the moral courage of their real opinions. 
Haines and his Whisky-League agents have 
cracked the rumsellers’ whip over their 
heads. 

The main reliance for the passage of the 
bill is upon some of the friends of the bill 
who were absent at the time the last vote 
was taken. 

It has been ascertained that the most effect- 
ive element of opposition to the bill is the 
$40,000 furnished by the Liquor League. 
There have been abundant moral evidences 
of the direct use of money to buy votes. 
The scandal has become so. open and bare- 
faced that it will not escape close investi- 
gation in ease the bill be defeated. Those 
members who are not already in the toils 
should take care to keep out of them; those 
who have been smirched should improve 
their last opportunity to save their reputa- 
tion from lasting infamy. No man can de- 
sert the popular cause now with impunity, 
but there is still time for repentance among 
those who have allowed themselves to be 
used as tools by members whose pockets are 
lined with the Liquor League’s greenbacks. 
All may rest assured that a measure of in- 
calculable benefit to the entire State and de- 
sired by a vast majority of the people can- 
not be defeated by bribery and corruption 
without exposure and public indignation. 
Every man who has supported the bill at 
any of its stages and votes now aguinst the 
License bill or dodges or absents himself at 
the official vote will rest under a heavy 
cloud of suspicion not easily removed. No 
amount of protest will convince people that 
his negative vote or his absence was not 
bought and paid for with whisky money.

BOYCOTTING THE POPE. 

The matter of boycotting the Pope seems 
to be growing serious; at least the Vatican 
views it in that light, for his Holiness, in 
view of the small returns coming in from 
the contribution of Peter’s pence, has ad- 
dressed a letter to the Bishops urging the 
necessity of taking some measure to increase 
the amount, in order that the expenses of the 
Holy See may be met, and that the establish- 
ment at Rome may be kept up to its custom- 
ary standard. 

As the world progresses in light and 
liberty, as thought grows more liberal and 
education more general, it is likely that the 
contributions of Peter’s pence will not be as 
lavish as they have been, and the area of 
contribution will also grow smaller. It has 
already taken place in a considerable degree, 
for France, Spain, and Italy do not furnish 
funds with the enthusiasm and generosity 
they did when the temporal power of the 
Papacy was undisputed. Ireland and Amer- 
lea are now the main reliance of the Vatican, 
the former because it is most spiritually de- 
voted to the church, and the latter because 
as a rule the adherents of the church 
in this country are better off than 
in other countries. As the deficiency 
is mainly found in Ireland and the 
United States, it follows that there must 
be some special cause for it, and that cause 
cannot be any other than the recent action of 
the Pope with reference to political matters. 
His course towards the Irish agitation would 
not have any effect in any other countries, 
and there is no spiritual controversy or dis- 
agreement either here or in Leland to dimin- 
ish the contributions. 

We must assume, therefore, that the 
Catholics of Ireland and the United States, 
or a considerable part of them, have deter- 
mined that they will not allow the Pope to in- 
terfere with their political beliefs and actions, 
and that inasmuch as he has insisted upon 
that right and has instructed his clergy and 
Bishops to warn the laity that they must not 
engage in any political conspiracies against 
England under the penalties of the church, 
they will resent his dictation by reducing his 
allowances and sending him Peter’s farthings 
in place of pence for a while. How long 
the strike will continue and which side will 
be victorious remain to be seen. Outside ob- 
servers will not be slow in deciding that the 
church will prevail, and that it will not be 
long before Peter’s pence will be showering 
down upon the Vatican in their customary 
abundance, but that there is any strike at all, 
that members of the laity have the courage 
to boycott the Vatican even for a time, is a 
hopeful sign that the great struggle for inde- 
pendence of Rome in secular concerns is 
gaining ground steadily, and that the day is 
not far distant when the Pope must cease to 
exercise any but spiritual functions. 

BLECTRICITY AND STORMS. 

An article printed in Tur Tarsttne of May 
21 on the storms of the preceding Friday has 
excited some interest. The conclusion there 
announced that electricity is an effect of the 
storm movement in the atmosphere, and not 
its cause, has induced several correspondents 
to express a desire for more light on the sub- 
ject. The idea is not exactly new, but it is 
strange to a great many, and is especially op- 
posed to certain views that have been indus- 
triously circulated during the last few years 
in connection with weather theories which 
notonly lack demonstration but will not 
bear the test of intelligent comparison with 
the observed facts of storm movement in 
our atmosphere. 

Modern scientific research tends irresisti- 
bly to the conclusion that light, heat, and 
electricity are forces, not substances. The 
most delicate balance fails to detect the 
slightest change of weight due to variations 
in luminosity, temperature, or electric ex- 
citement. These phenomena are always ac- 
companied by intermovement of the atoms 
which compose the mass of matter exhibit- 
ing those variations, and often there is a 
transfer of material in the grosser sense of 
the term “motion.” In the latter case one 
substance may gain or lose in weight; but 
that is simply because a part of its material 
has moved, perhaps assuming other forms, 
and presenting apparently different physical 
characteristics. Examples of this are found 
in the familiar phenomena of combustion, 
as well as in the less commonly understood 
processes of the laboratory. It is one of the 
surest of the deductions of modern science 
that the above noted forces are results of 
the movements of material atoms or masses, 
or both. 

Conclusive proof of the existence of this 
law is presented at a glance by all, gave one, 


| of the modes by which we can induce mani- 


festations of electrical energy. In the bat- 
tery, of which the Voltaic pile is the type, 
we have a change of form and place, in the 
carrying over, from the negative to the 
positive pole, of a quantity of materia) (zine) 
which is always proportional to the in- 
tensity of the electric current. It may be 
argued that the chemical change in this case 


is just as likely to be caused by electricity as 


the contrary: but certainly not more so. On 
the other hand, consider the oldest form of

can scarcely avoid the inference that the 
first case exhibits the same law operating 
under different conditions, certain phenom- 
ena being unmasked in the one instance, but 
concealed in the others. 

And these modes of inducing energy are 
all suggestive of the way in which Nature 
works on a grander seale than can be reached 
by the puny efforts of man. The different 
strata of earth and air have a suggestive 
analog in the Voltaic pile. The rapid 
motion of air and water over stationary ob- 
jects gives us ina single storm movement a 
volume of power compared with which the 
aggregated result of triction against all the 
glass cylinders in the world would be but 
microscopic. The whirling motion near the 
centre of a storm presents a mammoth arma- 
‘ture, circling in an electro-magnetic 
field so vast that it may waken up 
more energy in an hour than the most 
potential of the artificial dynamo-electric 
machines ean evolve in a lifetime. Then, in 
the differences of temperature in opposing 
atmospheric currents, we have the condi- 
tions of the thermo-eleetrie battery on a 
seale far more imposing than can be achieved 
by artificial means; lastly, the distribution of 
water in the atmosphere appears to furnish 
the only adequate explanation of aceumula- 
tion in the skies, similar to that performed 
by the long line of apparatus which has the 
Leyden jar at one end and the Fauré storage 
plates at the other. As hinted in our 
previous article, the electric energy seems 
to reside on the surface of the unit 
of water volume.

Bat an attentive considera- 
tion of the phenomena will show that, as a 
causative agent, it is secondary, not primal. 
It has its origin, as an entity, with the Great 
First Cause; but as a force recognized by us, 
in consequence of unequal accumulation and 
redistribution, it can only be regarded in the 
light of a product of purely mechanical 
causes—one of the phenomena of motion, 

SQUATTERS, “MOVE ON!” 

The United States eleven years ago passed 
an act granting 14,000,000 acres of the public 
domain to the Texas Pacific corporation on 
condition that it would build a specified rail- 
road from Texas to the Pacific coast. The 
purpose of the act was to secure competition 
for the people of the United States in the 
travel and traffic across the continent and to 
facilitate the settlement of the country. The 
corporation to which this grant was offered 
on this condition has never built the road. 
In consequence the peopling of the vast 
tracts it would have opened has been de- 
layed just so many years, and, more calam- 
itous stili, the route has been seized and 
built upon by the very corporation against 
which Congress desired to secure a compet- 
itor. The last and worst thing done by the 
Texas Pacific was its making an agreement 
with this competitor—‘the Southern or Cen- 
tral Pacific—thatit would not build the line 
for which it had been endowed with this 
largess of land. That alone is enough to 
have absolutely deprived it of the least tech- 
nical title to the grant. 

News comes from Washington that Secre- 
tary Teller, of the Interior Department, nas 
just decided that none of the owners of this 
land can enter upon it and make their homes 
there. Numbers of them have done so, only 
to be told, like the tramps chuistering around 
a corner grocery, that they must “move 
on!’ We believe this action of Secretary 
Teller to be entirely unauthorized by the 
law and clearly opposed to every considera- 
tion of public policy, and to be far within the 
line of his discretion as the custodian of the 
public lands. 

It is true that the Supreme Court of the 
United States have declared that in cases of 
such forfei table land-grants as this it is nec- 
essary that Oongress or the Government 
through the courts should take some definit 
and final action to recover the technical title 
to that which all admit has equitably become 
again the property of the United States. It 
is true that in the face of this decision the 
Secretary of the Interior has not the official 
power to declare the land open to settlement. 
But, granting all this, where, we would like 
to know, does thé Secretary of the Interior 
get the authority to do such & monstrous 
thing as this: to forbid the citizens of the 
country, the owners of this land, from going 
upon it, and, if they choose to anticipate the

were open to settlers he would never allow 
a Settler who had made a home upon them 
to be disturbed at the dictation of a corpora- 
tion which had no right whatever to them.

AN apology or explanation made for one 
of the rejected candidates for reappointment 
asa Justice of the Peace brings out the fact 
that changes of venue are not taken in ex- 
pectation of greater lenity, but are taken as 
a matter of course by most of the criminais 
brought before the Police Justices to gain 
time and put off their trials. It is not necessa- 
rily because the apprehended criminal ex- 
pects lighter fines or bonds from one Justice 
than from another, but because he is pretty 
sure that a change of venue will result in de- 
laying his examination, and giving time to 
buy off the witnesses against him or compro- 
mise his case in some way, and thus avoid 
punishment. The same theory holds good 
with the Criminal Court when his case has 
gone beyond the Justice’s office. In taking a 
change of venue from the regular Police 
Justice to a Justice who has civil cases on 
hand, or from the Judge who happens to be 
presiding over the Criminal Court to a Judge 
who is engaged on acivil docket, postpone- 
mentis almost always necessary, and when 
delay is once secured then there is no limit 
to the procrastination which is possible to the 
attorney who is skilled in the technicalities 
of the law. In fact, délay has become almost 
synonymous with escape from justice. In 
the face of this practical operation of the 
present law, the influence of the oriminal- 
lawyer class over the Legisiature seems to 
be potent enough to destroy every chance of 
reform.

IN THE FIELD, 
DISPOSITION OF THE MEXICAN FORCES. 

Ex Paso, Tex., May 30.—(Special.]—Your C- 
buabua correspondent in the fleld, who is now 
en route from Corralites to join Gallardo, sends 
by courier and wire the following notes of Mex- 
ican movements and forces: 

The following is the position of the Mexican 
troops acting in concert with Crook on the Chi- 
huahua side of Sierra Madres: Gen. Diego M. 
Guerra, commanding in the feld, headquarters 
at San Buenaventura, has 1 300 men, ex- 
clusive of volunteers coming in from every 
direction. In all Indian Campaigns by 
Mexican troops it is customary to 
call for volunteers for service in the field. 
There are always young men who answer call 
and act as guides and scouts, 60 chat the actual 
strength of the Mexican columns now operating 
varies daily. At Casas Grandes, from where itis 
belleved communication with Crook will be 
opened there are now W0 regulars. There are but 
few volunteers in this command, as many aré 
with Lieut.-Col. Gallardo, who left Casas 
Grandes to goout for Crook the l4th inst. 
There is no communication whatever with 
Gallardo, who is virtually as lost as Crook him- 
self. But this did not seem to astonish the 
Mexican officers, who, knowing the country, 
did not anticipate disaster. 

CROOK’S WHEREABOUTS. 

From Casas-Grandes the chief scouting parties 
have been furnished, showing plainly that Crook 
is expected to be operating on the Sonora siope 
of the Casa-Dejanos. The Sonora Casa-Dejanos 
has no relation whatever to the Town of Janos, 
which is distant in a northeasterly direction 
seventy miles. Casa-Dejanos is a spur 
of the Sierra Madres, in the foot-hilis of which 
toward the south is situated Casa Grandes, and 
still further San Beuva Ventura. To the north 
is the brisk littie America mining town of Cor- 
ralites, and still further éast of north thé town 
of Janos, where another column of 200 Mexican 
regulars dre stationed at Boy corresponding 
on the opposit slope or Sierras. Gen. To- 
pete, commanding in Sonora, has columns sta- 
ti so as to cover every gap through which 
the Indians might hope to escape. 80 perfect is 
tue system that the. Indians, 30 far from 
scattering, now seem to bave united and 
Will make a bold stand against the enemy. 
Valleys of the Casa-Dejanos are weil supplied 
with wood and water, and game is abundant.

AT WASHINGTON, 
GEN. M’COOK ON THE SITUATION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 30.~—[Special.]—Gen, 
Edward McCook, of Colorado, who has had much 
experienee in Indian-fighting, who has just ar- 
rived here from Colorado, and who saw Gen. 
Orook the day he left to start upon 
his Apaché raid, says that he is 
very confident that the reports of 
disaster to Crook’s command are unfounded. 
“Crook told me,” said Gen. MoCook, the day 
he started that he did not intend to return to the 
United States until he had taught the Apachés a 
lasting lession; and 1 believe he will 
keep his word. The (Indian scouts have 
unquestionably been loyal. Their squaws and 
children are all in the hands of the military, and 
the scouts believe at least that they would all be 


slaughtered by the soldiers if they themselves 
ehould prove treacherous. The reports tnat the 
Mexicans are to en. Crook 
are absurd. They weloome his 
approach, and will applaud bis success more 
earnestly than any one this side of the line can 
as they are the greatest sufferers from Apaché 
atrocities. It may be some time before we 
shall hear definit news from Creok, but when it 
comes, I am sure it will be of a substantial 
victory.” 

Gen. Sherman still has confidence in Crook's 
success, and says that one main object of the 
expedition is to let the settlers in that country 
— that the United States intends to protect 

em. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 30.—No tidings from 
Gen. Crook have yet been received at the War

ANNA BAUEBLINE’S FATE. 


Speculations as to the Female Floater 
Found in the Missouri River 
at Boonville. 


Kansas City, Mo., May 30.—[Special.}]—John 
Bauerline, father of Anna Bauerline, the young 
lady whose body was found in the Missouri 
River at Boonville Monday, returned to this city 
tonight with the remains of his daughter. 
The body was positively identified by the 
father, © not only from the dlothes, 
but from certain birth- marks: but 
the cause of the girl's death is as much a mys- 
tery as ever, What was supposed to bea bul- 
let-hole in the girl’s body from the back, is 
now thought to be the result of a bump 
against some sharp stick or jagged 
stone, although the Coroner at Boonville, 
before the body was buried Monday, declared 
the hole was made by a bullet. It would be 
something of a coincidence for two deep 
wounds to be made so directly opposit each 
other as to simulate the course of a ball; 
but, at the same time, it goes almost 
without saying that in a body in so frightful a 
state of decay it would be a matter ef great 
difficulty to determine the exact nature of any 
injury. 

THE DEAD GIRL UNHAPPY AT HOME. 

Many theories are advanced today as to the 
possible reasons why the gifl should have 
left ber own home, and one is that 
the girl’s relations with ber family were not of 
the bappiest. Many things have erept out, littie 
by little, today, through friends who at first 
were reluctant to mention them; but the case 
bas become such a sensatéonal one that the truth 
has got to be known. It seems that the 
girl bas had frequent quarreis with her father 
and mother, and was dissatistied. These quar- 
rels frequently became so loud tbat the neigh- 
bors could hear them, and seemed to be prinei- 
pally based on Anna’s desire to be in- 
dependent of aid and to earn her 
own living. Un one ocvasion, several years 
ago, she left home very much as she did six 
weeks ago, and bired out as a domestic in a 
family at $2 a week. This certainiy was not 
caused by her not receiving anything she de- 
sired, and was attributed to a marked ectéen- 
tricity which was sometimes so pronounced as 
to take almost the form of mild insanity.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE ASSEMBLY AT PITTS- 
BURG. 

PrrTssuRG, Pa., May 3).—The United Presby- 
terlan Assembly met this morning, and, after the 
usual opeaing exercises, discussion ot the ques- 
tion of iastrumental music was resumed, Dr. D. 
A Wallace, Eider Henry Harrison, of New York, 
and the Rev. Cyrus Cummings delivering 
speeches. 

In the afternooon the discussion was carried 
on by Dr. N. C. McDill and Dr. Price, of Phila- 
deipbia. 

The speaker offered as an amendment to the 
overture the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the sessions be instructed that 
it is their duty to send to the presbytery a deie- 
gate to vote upon tbe queation of the overture 
in accordance with the wisdes of the majority 
of tne session; that pending a decision forbear- 
ance be exercised towards congregations al- 
ready using instruments; and that while the 
overture is pending said congregations be earn- 
estly entreated for the good of the church cause 
to take no steps towards the introduction of 
instrumental music into the worship of God. 

Dr. Cargon said he was willing to wait one 

year longer, and proposed that the quesuon be 
postpoued one year, and in the meantime the 
church be asked to decide whether the position 
of the majority was correct. 
The motion was declared out of order, and 
the question recurring upon the amendment of 
the Kev. Mr. Howie, the yeas and nays were or- 
dered. ‘this was considered to be the test of the 
sentiment of the assembly, and resuited— 
yeas 70, nays 149. The amendment to substitute 
the minority report for that of the majority 
was lost without division. 

At the eveninw session the first resolution of 
the majority report was taken up and adopted 


without division. 
Dr. Wallace said: “ What has been adopted 
is what the majority insisted upon. Now is 


—- anything of a conciliatory nature we can 
o?” 


Dr. D. 8. Kennedy replied that the majority 
passed what they pleased, and, it was for them 
to say what shall be done and what is the law. 
The Rev. McCartney said be heard that in one 
presbytery where an organ was put in one- 
fourth to one-third of the members were leav- 
ing. Next we would bave the psalmady going 
out and secret societies. 

The second and third resolutions and pre- 
ambie, and finally the report asa whole, was 
then adopted, about ten or fifteen negative 


votes being cast. 
The Rev, I. Jamison said: “This is the bit-

The Bricklayers’ Strike Renewed— 
Charges of Fraud Against Mr. 
Prussing. 


Belief that Trouble Will Result from 
the Demands of Cincinnati Iron- 
workers. 


Belleviile’s Board of Trade Trying to Com- 
promise the Coal-Miners’ Strike. 


The Bricklayers Repudiate the Agree- 
ment, Allezing Fraud on the Part of 


Mr. Prausing. 

The announcement made yesterday morning 
that the bricklayers’ strike had beea settled by 
atreaty of peace between the master masons 
and the Bricklayers’ Union turns out to bave 
been premature, as the strike has been started 
anew, with no likelibood of an immediate giv- 
ing in on the part of the strikers. It is true that 
the agreement published yesterday was signed 
vy the committees of the two organizations, but 
the committee of the Bricklayers’ Union claim 
that they have been made the victims of 
fraud and decepuon on the part of Mr. 
George C. Prussing, and the union last 
nigbt, at a meeting in Greenebaum e 
Hall, attended by some 400 members, repudiated 
the entire agreement and resolved with enthusi- 
astic unanimity to stand by the resolutions 
adopted last January—in other words, to con- 
tinue the strike for $4 a day, none but union 
men to be employed. . 

MR. RAY’S STORY. 

Mr. William Ray, a member of the committee 
which claims to bave been deceived by Mr. 
Pruessing, toid the meeting the foliowing story: 

Messrs. Joseph Rince and Jackson Ricks-

Tuesday evening about 10 o’ clook, 
where they had beeu met by Mr. Prussing, who 
later had been joined by Messrs. Goebel and 
Fapper. After a discussion of all the questions 
in dispute for several hours an understanding 
had been arrived at, as expressed in the agree- 
ment, with the exception of the fourth 
section. This section reads in the 
agreement. as published, as follows: 

“The wages of competent journeymen are 
hereby declared to be 40 cents per hour. To 
such of the members of the union who cannot 
earn the wages bereby established their em- 
ployers shall certify, upon application, this fact 
and the rate paid them, and the preseatation of 
such certificate at the union shall entitle them 
and they shail be en- 
rolied as working under instructions until they 

roduce proof of being full and competent 
ourneymen.” 

Mr. Ray claims that no such agreement was 
made, and that it had been settled that the 
union should investigate a wan it not less than 
four master masons refused to employ him at 
full wages on account of incom petency. 

After the agreement bad been made verbally, 
Mr. Ray further stated. Mr. Prussing bad prom- 
ised to draw it up fn writing, while the commuit- 
tee went before a meeting of the union 
in progress at No, 54 Lake street to explain the 
nature of the agrocment. 

In the evening the committee had met Messrs. 
Prussing, Gobel, and Tapper at Mr. Gobel’s 
office in the Times Building. Mr. Prussing bad 
read them the agreement. which then contained 
nothing like Sec. 4, iu two copies, and tney had 
then alfixed their signatures to both documents, 
each of which consisted of several sheets of 
fooiscap fastened together with a brass a 
The reporters, who bad been waiting outside all 
this time, uad then been invited in, and had 
the documents to copy. 
not rot far, however, 
when Mr. Prussing said be wanted 
to look at something, took the papers out of 
their handsand removed the clasp, mixing all 
the sheets up, and then rearranging them be- 
fore he returned them to the reporters. After 
these bad finished coping the documents Mr. 
Prussing had put one of them in au envelope 
and banded it to Mr. Ray. 

While at the corner of Madison and Clinton 
streets on his way home, he had been asked by 
acompanion to read him the agreement, and 
be had then and chere made the dis- 
covery that a forgery had been commit- 
ted by Mr. Prussimg by interpolating 
a leaf containing the obaoxious fourth section, 
which Mr. Ray swore be bad not beard read be- 
fore be signed the agreement. He added he 
would not nave signed the agreement, knowing 
it to contain this Sec. 4, not for a million dol- 
lars.

CORROBORATION. 

This statement of Mr. Kay was confirmed by 
Joseph Rince, the President of the “union, and 
the reporters of two morning papers, when 
called upon, corroborated the statement that 
Mr. Pruss‘ne had taken the agreement from 
them and separated the sheets.

ME. PRUSSING’S STATEMENT. 


A reporter called at the residence of Mr. 
Prussing late last night. That gentleman was 
finally aroused from his siumbers, and the fol- 
lowing conversation was bad, Mr. Prussing 
standing at an upper story window in his robe 
de nuit, with his bead thrust through an open- 
ing in the same: 

*The bricklayers accuse you of manipulating 
the contract signed by them after its terms 
were agrecd to.’ 

„Well, what of it?“ 

* Nothing, only, they claim that Seo. 4 was not 
in the contract when they signed. I wish to give 
you an opportunity to make a statement.” 

“You may tell the public that it 
that’s my statement.“ 

* You did not inierpolate Sec. (subsequent to 
the signing of the contract? 

“No, sir: the agreement as published is just 
as it was signed by tno bricklayers’ committee, 
and just asit was copied into the letter-press 
book. It bas not been changed in the least.“ 

At this point Mr. Pruasing terminated the in- 
terview by closing the window and retiring 
again to his couch. 

THE MASTER MASONS. 

The master masons held a meeting yesterday 
afternoon at tne rooms of the association and 
accepted the report of the Arbitration Commit- 
tee with but very few dissenting voices. This 
action pledges every member of the Master Ma- 
sons’ and Builders’s Association to carry out the 
provisions of the articles of agreement signed, 
sealed, and delivered at the conference ineeting 
in Treasurer Gobel's office Tuesday night. 

After the meeting had adjourned a rumor was 
started in effect that the muster masons had 
disagreed, and that the malcontents were hold- 
ing a meeting to devise a pian differing trom the 
articles of agreement iu a great many particu- 
lars. Whenit was learned that there were a 
number of the masters in session in the rooms 
of the association, and among the number were 
several who were known to look with disfavor 
on some of the terms of the compromise, the 
rumor seemed to be well founded, but it was 
ascertained after the adjournment that the 
meeting was held by the Auditing Committee of 
the association to audit the books and accounts.

scale was agreed on. There is no probability 

that the owners will recede. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., May 30.—([Special.}—Tne dead- 
lock between the iron manufacturers in the 
West and the Amalgamated Association was al- 
most the sole tupic of discussion in labor circles 
today. The most important item of news came 
from Cincinnati, and was to the effect that the 
operatives presented the scale to the mill-own- 
ers,and they unanimously refused to sign it. 
The scale demands 30 cents a ton more than is 
paid in this district, and was the rate 
in foree in the Cincinnati district prior 
to the settlement of the strike there 
in 1881. ho contract signed at that 
settlement stipulated that after June 1, 1882, 
Pittsburg wages should rule in Cincionati, and 
that in the event of a strike in this city work 
should be continued pending an agreement.

Efforts to Settle the Coal- Miners’ Strike 
Near Believille—Inquest on the Body 
of Monday’s Victim. 

Sr. Louis. Mo., May 00.—The committee ap- 
pointed by the Belleville Board of Trade to con- 
sider the relations existing between the miners 
and mine-owners in that district and see what 
can be done toward settling the present diffi- 
culties have made a report lu which they recom- 
mend that all fuilroud companies carrying coal 
to St. Louls furnish a copy or the weights of 
coal produced by hand- working mines to Charles 
Nesbit, the President of the Miners’ Union, on 
the 5th and 20th days of each month, and 
that Nesbit furnish a copy of the same 
to each mine: that a uniform seven- 
eighths screen be established at all band- 
workiug mincs, and that che owners of machine 
mines be allowed to operate them without any 
reference to the regulations governing hand 
mining. The committee also recommend the 
State Legisiature to provide for a committee of 
arbitration, to whom all difficulties between the 
operators and miners shall be submitted, and 
whose decisions spall be final. recom- 
mendations are simply what the miners are 
contending for. Whether the mipe-owners will 
agree to the terms suggested or not is not 
known, but it is quite likely some action look- 
ing tc a settlement of the trouble aud a resump- 
tion of work will be taken in a day or two.

Alleged Bobbery of a Chicage Mer- 
chant.

The Largest Craft That Ever Plowed 
the Waters of Lake On- 
tario. 


After a Desperate Effort to Lower Coal 
Freights the Shippers Quietly 
Give In. 


The Miami Belle Released by Throwing One- 
Half of Her Cargo of Grain 
Overboard. 


A Dull Day on the Docks. 

There was a combination of circumstances 
that had a direct influence @ creating an un- 
usual degree of dullness in marine circles yes- 
terday, so that there wads but littie business 
transacted. It being a National holiday, the 
Custom- House was kept closed, and the various 
department clerks tooka day off. Maj. Fitch, 
at the barge office, remained on duty, and &c- 
commodated vessel Captains by issuing reports 
and manifests. The shipping offices on La Saile 
Street were almost entirely deserted, and 
there was consequently little or nothing done 
inthe way of freights. The only charter that 
was made was the propeller Fred Merour for 
54,000 bushels of corn to Erie. The almost un- 
ceasing rain prevented vessels from loading at 


the elevators, and the docks were as dull as 00 a 


dull Sunday. Knots of sailors were scattered 
about reciting tales of daring adventures and 
bairbreadth escapes during their service in the 
Rebellion. Tugmen were complainmg uf a 
dearth of business and wishing that Decoration- 
Day occurred in the winter-time. A large num- 
ber of loaded lumber vessels were on tne mar- 
ket, but there were no buyers around to look 
their cargoes over. In the evening the river 
became more animated, and a oe — spread 
their sails and sped away into the kuess. 


The Largest Uraft That Ever Passed 
Through Welland Canal. 

It was with no small degree of conceit that 
the inhabitants of Lake Ontario ports bailed the 
appearance of the steam-barge D. C. Whitney, 
the largest craft that ever passed through the 
new Welland Canal. Sue had her consort, the 
Wayne, in tow and both crafts bad a combined 
cargo of 110,000 bushels of corn from this port. 
The Whitney drew fourteen feet and seven 
inches of water forward and bad to be lightened 
of 24,000 bushels at Port Daibousie, which was 
again reloaded after passing through the canal 
and the entire cargo delivered at Kingston in 
good condition. 

The Whitney ts 266 feet long, 41 feet beam, and 
15 feet depth of hold. She was built in Detroit 
last year. The present is ber first trip this year 
and it bas been a gy one, ber treight- bill 
amounting to $6,500. She is strongly built, of 
the best oak, strengthened by iron arches, and 
bas bigh and substantial bulwarks, the better to 
quality her for the trade in lumber, at which it 
is calculated she can carry 1. feet. Her 
wheel-house and deck-hands’ quarters are for- 
ward; the cabin, state-rooms, officers’ quarters, 
and dining a ments at the stern. The 
engines are compound, the larger cylinder 
baving a diameter of ud inohes and the 
smaller one of 27 inches, the pistons having a 
stroke of 3 feet ( inches. The engine is reversed 
by steam, the motion being rapid,as it is required 
to be on crafts which have to do some nice pav- 
igating on the inland waters. The steel boilers 
are 16 feet long, 10 feet sbell, and will stand a 
pressure of 104 pounds. The Whitney is owned 
by D. Whitney Jr., Detroit, and cost him 697,000. 
Her capacity of wheat is 64,000 bushels, of oats 
90,000 busheis.. She had not a full cargo, her 
Captain not desiring to load her too deep for the 
low water. About her centreisa pony engine 
which is used for hoisting the sails, discharging 
the cargo, and hauling in the tow-iine, 500 feet, 
which it can do in less than five minutes. Sue 
carries a crew of eighteen men, and is com mand- 
ed by Capt. Peter July, of Alexandria Bay.

STONE PAVEMENTS. 
THE BUSINESS THOROUGHFARFS TO BE 
PAVED WITH STONE BLOCKS. 

The Department of Public Works is at pres- 
ent engaged on a practical solution of the 
vexed question, how to secure a permanent 
pavement expressly for the business thorough- 
fares that are exposed to all sorts of tram 
from that of the heaviest teams downto the 
feather-weight phaeton of the society belle. A 
pavement that is sufficiently smooth to be nearly 
noiseless, that is sufliciently rough to afford a 
foothold for the borses drawing beavy loads, 
and that is impervious to water in order to be 
kept easily clean in all kinds of weather, at the 
same time being durable and capable of being 
torn open and replaced without detriment to the 
whole street—such a pavement would be the 
ideal paverment for a business thoroughfare. 

For a number of yeas experiments have been 
going On bere in Uhicago to determine the pave- 
ment to be laid on the business streets, and at 
the same time a numder of public-spirited 
citizens gave a great deal of attention to tbe 
paving quesdon during journeys in foreign 
countries. As a consequence of all this, it has 
been finally decided to ve the main 
thoroughfares in the eart of the 
city with stone blocks, witbout a prejudice, 
however, for K ope of paving- 
stone, as long as stone used will be coarse- 
grained enough not to become polished and will 

t durability. 

This stone pavement is to be laid in a manner 
similar to that in which the pavemént of Mon- 
roe street, in front of the Palmer House, was 
laid last year, that is, the paving-stones are to 
rest on a foundation of crushed stone rolled in 
by a heavy roller, covered by several inches of 
concrete and to be imbedded in fine sand and 
gravel, the interstices of the biocks to be filled 
out with the best of paving aspbait. 

A pavement of good stone laid in this manner 

will last for twenty years, and „fers tus further 
advantage that, when renewal becomes neces- 
sary, only the pavement itself need, be reiaiad, 
as permanent as the 
ground. The pavement will be absolutely 
water-proof, and. therefore. be ku pt clean quite 
easily. It will also be comparatively smooth 
and by no means noisy. 
The Department of Public Works bas about 
decided to use graait for the stone pavement to 
be laid this year, and is gratified that the bids 
received are far below the estimates. 


„ST. JAMES’.”’ 
AN INTERVIEW WITH THE FIRST RECTOR OF 
ST. JAMES’ EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 
The Rev. Isaac W. Hallam, who was the first 
rector of St. James’ (Episcopal) Church, reached 
the city last evening, and is the guest of Mr. and 
Mrs. Julian 8. Rumsey. He will be present at 
the consecration of the church this morning. 
“I came here in 1834 as a missionary,” said he 
to a TRIBUNE reporter, “end soon afterward or- 
ganized, St. James’ Parish. 1 don't recoliect 
bow many communicants there were, not more 
than balf a dozen, perbaps, but there was quite 
a number of Episcopalians here. I remember 


u 
Mr. and Mrs. Kiuzie started the church. Among 
the men who attended were Dr. W. B. Ewan, Mr. 
Bears, Sheriff’ Sberman, Daniel Elston, E. K. 
Hubbard. E. B. .Williams, Robert Kinzie, Dr. 
Kimberly, Mark Skinner, Walter L. Newberry, 
Jonn L. Wilson, George Davis, and J. Young 
Scammon. We organized in an unfinished frame 
building on North Water street, near the Dear- 
born street swing-bridge, the room being about 
fifteen feet wide by twenty feet long.

MR. RICHARD CHAMBERLAIN VISITS CU 
CAGO—HIS VIEWS ON THE IRISH QUES 
TION—POLITICAL OBSERVATIONS. 

Mr. Richard Chamberlain, a brother of the 
Hon. Joseph Chamberlain. who is a member of 
Gladstoue’s Cabinet and President of the Board 
of Trade, arrived in the city yesterday in com- 
pany with Mr. W. A. Adams, of England. Both 
gentiemen represent a syndicate of English 
capitalists who are interested in the „Car- 
Trust” business ln this country. They arrived 
at New York last Tuesday week and stopped 
only in indianapolis before coming here. After 
remaining in Chicago for several days they will 
return East aud sail from Boston for home in 
about two weeks. 

Mr. Richard Chamberlain bas been twice 
Mayor of Birmimigham, and is at present an 
Aldorman of that city. As his views on public 
matters probably echo those of his brother Jo- 
seph, who is the acknowledged leader of the 
Radical element of the Libera! party, which is 
fast coming to the front in Eagland, a reporter 
for Tax TRIBUNE called on him and asked about 
English politics and matters in geveral. He said 
that the present Government was not antici- 
pat ing a speedy dissoiudon of Parliament, as 
was generally supposed, owing to their defeat 
on the question of Bradlaurh's aflirmation. 
That question was not a party measure, but 
surely a religious one, and many Liberal mem- 
— voted against the Government on the issue. 
A number of important measures would be 
brought up very soon, among them the exten- 
sion of the county franchise and a change in the 
form of county government. At preseat, to be 
entitied to the county franchise a voter bad to 
live in a house worth Llo a year. It was pro- 

to lower this franchise so as to put it on a 
evel with the borough franchise under which 
any one paying direct or indirect rates would be 
entitied to a vote. 

la reference to the matter of county govern- 
ment, he said the power at present was in the 
bands of magistrates. It was intended to intro- 
duce the system of direct representation, insti- 
tuting councils with fixed powers. These ques- 
tions would be party measures, and if the Gov- 
ernment should incur defeat it would then ap- 
peal to the country, but this they did not look 
ior. 

In regard to the Irish question Mr. Chamber- 
lain said: “Of course you know my brother's 
position on that. He holds advanced views with 
regurd to the Irish, and feels that they are 
groaning under great grievances. Still, while 
he thinks that the evils from which they are 
suffering should be ameliorated, yet he holds 
that the lav must be maintained. The masses 
of the English people feel that the American 
Nation at large is heartily in accord with them 
on every point as rewards the treatment of the 
desperadoes who call themselves invincibles. 
However, there is a certain amount of soreness 
in our country, arising from the fact that the 
press of the United States, as representing pub- 
lic opinion, has not shown a stronger disap- 
provai of the doctrines advanced by the dyna- 
mite advocates. I wish here to draw the line 
between Irish agitators who are seeking relief 
from real and fancied grievances by constitu- 
tional means aud the very small faction who 
seek to compass their ends by violence and 
crime.” 

Mr. Chamberiain further said that he had 
been much struck by the energy, enterprise, 
and marked ability of the people of America, 
evidences of which were everywhere visible: 
and he telt convinced that if free trade was sub- 
stituted for our present protective tariff, al- 
though it might cause a temporary disarrange- 
ment, after two or three years the United States 
would be a far more formidable competitor iu 
the markets of the world than at present, fet- 
tered as its people were with the heavy tariff 
now in force. Mr. Chamberlain also said the 
feeling in tavor of the disestablishment of the 
church was steadily growing, and the church 
becoming correspondingly weaker, owing to the 
widening gap between High and Low Church- 
men. Still, there was such a strong religious 
feeling in Engiand that tne times were not yet 
ripe for such a radical movement, and if started 
at present it might cause a great revulsion. Of 
course it was but a question of time when it 
would take piace. 

The only thing which struck him unfavorably 
in this country, Mr. Chamberlain said, was the 
2 of interest which the wealthy class 
of citizens took in politics, leaving the control 
to the lower elements. This he said seemed very 
strange to an Englishman accustomed to see the 
most prominent and wealthy men take an active 
part in political matters and fill most of the 
positions of trust and honor. Mr. Richard 
Chamberlain and his younger brother, it will be 
remembered, were Biackbalied recently when | 
trying to gain admission to the Reform Club, 
which caused so much talk at the time owing to 
their brother’s prominence. 


CHICAGO JUSTICES. 


THE ASPIRANTS FOR THE FIVE VACANT 
PLACES, 

Since the State Senate rejected the Governor's 
nomination of five Chicago candidates for the 
honor of settling cow cases, dog cases, and the 
disposition of toughs, tramps, and soiled doves, 
ambition has played the busy bee part with sev- 
eral well-known citizens of Chicago, and with 
several who are not well-known, but who hope 
to be. They have become candidates—not for 
rejection but for the office of Justice of the Peace. 
There is scarcely a whole button-hole among the 
coats of the members of the Cook County Ju- 
dietary. because of these aspirants. Among the 
more prominent candidates are the following: 

Mr. P. T. M' Elnern, a lawyer of fair standing, 
who resides ju the Thirteenth Ward. He is 
strongly backed by lawyers ot the Democratic 
persuasion, and by some prominent Irish- 
American Democrats who are not lawyers. He 
aspires to succeed Justice Walsh. 

r. Jobn Beil is an empioyé of Jack Stephens’ 
office, Who is said to be a ochman, though 
be id6oks like a native, and whose hair is of 
Irish auburn color. He speaks French fluently, 
however, and is intelligent and active. e 
hopes to succeed Demars, and would bea very 
decided improvement on that person. 

A man named Tcittman, who is alle to be 
an employé of Mr. Stephens, is also said to have 
judicial aspirations. 

Mr. Mathew Fleming. an old resident of the 
West Side, one of the largest property-owuers 
in the southwest section, and a man of much 
intelligence and of first-class reputation, is said 
to be a favorit with some of the Vemocratic and 
with at least two of the Kepublican Judges. 

It is said that Mr. Benjamin F. Richolson, who 
was defeated for City-Attorney last spring, 
would not object to an appointment, while Mr. 
Redmond Sberidan, who was once a Justice, but 
is now oaly a Justice’s clerk, would like the ap- 
—— — and afterwards the nomination for 

olice Justice to replace Ingersoll, who will be 
transferred to Waisn’s court. 

Mr. Jonn Comiskey. who wasacandidate a few 
months ago, would accept the appointment, but 
be is not greatly bothering himself now about 
the matter. His papers are before the Judges, 
and it is for them to decide. Some of those who 
voted tor him before are now, it is said, in favor 
of bis appointment. 

Justice Hawkinson will in all probability be 
selected instead of Kersten on the North Side, 
and Justice Kaufmann hopes for a reappoint- 
ment. Ex-Aid. Peter Daggy isa candidate for 
Justice Prindivilie’s place, and there are sev- 
eral dark horses. 

Mr. John F. Scanian, a well-known Irish Re- 
publican, is a candidate for Justice on the Ke- 
publican side of the House on the West Side, 
and so is Mr. Miles Kehoe. 

It is generally believed that four Democrats 
and Justice Hawkioson will be appointed in 
piace of the five rejected Justices.

CHICAGO CATERERS CONFIDENT THAT THE 
NEW YORK SCHEME WILL BE A FAILURE. 

New York City appears to be filied with philan- 
throphists who are anxious to do favors to the 
general public, provided there is a revenue to 
be derived. A while ago a few of them banded 
together and planned to furnish houses with 
steam in order to do away with early-morning 
fire-building and save matches and fuel. Now 
another syndicate wishes to get up a stock-com- 
pany to furnish meals to the flat-dwellers and 
save them the trouble of arvitrating with a cook 
and fussing over a range, It is proposed to 
have a capital stock of $100,000 in 4,000 shares of 
$25 each, and the object is to furnish single per- 
sons, families, parties, weddings, te., with 
nicely- prepared meals and refreshments. These 
edibies are to be prepared at a model kitchen, 
by a noted chef, and delivered to any point in 
patented wagons fitted with steam-beating 
apparatus and refrigerators. A careful estimate 
has been made, and the [following schedule of

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THE WEST PARKS. 
IMPROVEMENTS IN GARFIELD, HUMBOLDT. 

AND DOUGLAS PARKS- THE BOULE- 

VARDS, 

A great deal has been said in regard to the 
beauties and attractiveness of Lincoln and 
South Parks recently, and but very little in re- 
gard to those on the West Side, which are in- 
creasing in attractiveness with each succeeding 
year. In point of landscape-gardening the 
West parks will compare favorably with any in 
the city, though the original plans bave been 
materially modified, and much has yet been ieft 
undone because of lack of means. The West 
Park Board of late years has been economical 
ia its expenditures, and nota dollar has been 
spent that does not show that it has been 
put to good use. Washington boulevard 
is an attractive drive, and, though 
not yet completed to its terminus, 
Homan avenue, at Garfleld Park, the 
portion completed is comparatively free 
from dust, and the granit top-dressing shows to 
great advantage over gravel. It is said that 
the contractors who did the work to its present 
terminus, Rockwell street, lost over . 80 
closely were they held down to their contract by 
the Park Commissioners. The shade-trees are 
doing well, and but comparatively few have had 
to be replaced. The sewer is completed on the 
boulevard to Homan avenue, and the board 
hopes by next year to complete the drive and 
the planting of trees on either side. 

Entering Garfield Park the boulevard diverges 
on either side to drives through the park wbich 
connect with Dougias and Humboldt boulevards. 
Where formerly stood the unsightly mass 
of old = safes, fire monu- 
ment, in the entrance, 
there are now artistically arranged mounds 
and flower«beds. The monument was taken 
down more than a year ago and the foundation 
used for the casino, built on the shores of the 
lake at a cost of $13,000. This .will be opened 
about the last of June, and will be conducted 
by the Park Board. It is gothic in design, and 
is a most attractive building, inside and out. It 
stands at the south end of the southwest shore 
of the lake. Last year eight acres were added 
to the lake, so that it now comprises seventeen 
acres, so arranged in windings that a person 
can take a boat-ride of several miles without 
twice going over the same course. The boats 
are handsome and well cared for. Last year 
forty acres were improved and planted with 
trees and laid out in flower-beds, in addition to 
the lafre tract already under cultivation. The 
trees planted have been mainly maples, al- 
ders, white-birch, box-elders, 
nearly all of size and 
bealthy. The only trouble mat the 

ark now labors under is that itis in charge of a 

uperintendent who does not know his business, 
though the gardener is a competent man. 

A drive of two miles porth takes one to Hum- 
doldt Park. The boulevard bas been completed 
only so far as the carriageway is. concerned. 
The space of sixteen feet on either side bas 
been seeded down with grass, and the circles 
and squares have been made, which are intend- 
ed in the future for artistic fower-beds. Six rows 
of trees bave been planted the full length of the 
drive, so that when the walks and bridie-paths 
are completed they will be generously shaded by 
stately elms. 

About halt a mile from Humboldt Park a via- 
duct over the Northwestern Railwuy switching- 
yards is being built. The stone-work is finished, 
and the approaches are now being made. This 
viaduct will be a feature on the boulevard, as it 
will form in its — 2 — a gradual rise, and 
will be embellished in keeping with the remain- 
der of the drive. , 

Humboldt Park is by farthe best cared for in 
an artistic landscape way. Mr. F. W. Karnatz, 
the present la pe gardener and superin- 
tendent, has seen every tree and shrub planted, 
and being a botanist of practical turn of mind 
his park is the of mauy rare and valu- 
able plants. His designs in floral gardeuing and 
the arraugementof summer plants will compare 
favorably with any, and he is only limited by lack 
of funds. Humboldt Park needs a good green- 
bouse in which to house its mammoth tropical 
plants, possessing as it does the finest palms in 
the West, some of which have to be kept ia 
Douglas and Garfield Parks because there is no 
room for them where they belong. Humboldt 
Park presents many pretty and varied views of 

rk culture, and it repays the visitor to go to 

t for tha alone. There isa neat and well-kept 
refectory in the park, and the boats, t-land- 
ing, and lake are additional attractions. 

From Gartield Park south over a good boule- 
vard, ouly completed asa driveway, two miles 
will take one to Douglas Park. This park is 
not so old as either of the others, but it is beau- 
tiful and attractive in many respects, and is the

Dr. Paaren found one infected farm on which 
the tenant, C. IL.

These 
horses were infected by a giandered horse 
bought at Dwight March Among the five re- 
main borses Dr. Paaren found one suffering 
unmistakably with glanders. This animal was 
shot, but, owmg to the dread of the neighbors, 
the appraisal was made ioformally by Super- 
visor McDonaid. The otber four suspect- 
ed animals have been quarantined, the prem- 
ises disinfected, and other precau dons adopted. 
On the farm of George W. Taylor, near Kock 
Fails. in Whiteside County, one glandered mare 
wus found, condemned, and shot. the premises 
disinfected, and both George W. and A. B. 
Taylor were notified not to remove or dis of 
any of their horses and mules for a period of 
sixty * The source of infection in this case 
was a l2-year old bay mare, which had been 
owned in Sterl for over three years—all the 
while suffering from the dise She was 
bought by a man in Herman about two months 
since, ana then passed into Taylor's possession. 
The surgeon adds: I am informed there are 
many more glandered borses in Sterling, and I 
saw one of hem myself.“ 

NEW INSANE HOSPITAL.
